Big Crowd Here Thirsday 
For Legion Rally; 


Girl Wins Beauty Contest 


The annual County-Wide Con- 
vention of Legionaires and Ex- 
Service Men of Coffee County was 
held at the Elba Amusement Park 
lust Thursday, April 27, A gath- 
eving of over one thousand peo- 
ple were present, 

The program was opened Thurs: 
day morning at 10 o'clock with a 
band coneert by the Luverne Le- 
gion Band. The band then went 
to Nnterprise for a short concert, 
returning to Elba for the balance 
of the program. 

The convention was held under 
the auspices of Culver Post No. 42, 
IsIba, and Cook-Clements Post No, 
78, Enterprise, in the interest of 
4 membership campaign. 

x-Gov. Bibb Graves, a member 
of the American Legion, Montgom- 
ery, delivered the principal address, 
Hoe was presented by Commander 
i H, Talbot of the local Post. 
High tribute was paid to his hon- 
orable record as a citizen, soldier 
and statesman, Commander Tal- 
bot said: “Michel Angelo, the fa- 
mous Italian artist, always painted 
with a light upon his forehead, 
When asked why he did this the 
artist replied, ‘1 do not want the 
shadow of myself to appear on any 
of my work.’ Comrades and friends, 
we have with us today a man, the 
shadow of Whose selfish self has 
never shown on any of his work, 
but on the contrary his has been 
an unselfish service for humanity, 
state and nation,” 

Governor Graves delivered a 
most interesting address along the 
lines of education and organiza- 
tion, especially stressing the rea- 
sons Why ex-service men should 
organize under the banners of the 
American Legion. 

Before a delicious lunch of bar- 
hbecue Was served to the attend- 
ants, a beauty contest was held. 
Judge W, M. Brunson, member of 
the local Post, was master of cere- 
monies, <A ticket was furnished 
with each plate of “cue,” entitling 
the attendant to vote on his choice 
of six’ beauties who were entered 
by the Legionaires of the county. 
The entrants were Misses Juanita 
Hare, Kinston, Mary Nell Dawkins, 
Sibly Russ and Nell Griffis of Elba, 
and Elizabeth Hutchison and Car- 
olyn Pouncey of Wnterprise. 

The three girls receiving the 
highest number of votes were then 
presented to four competent 
judges, all non-residents of this 
county. Miss Juanita Hare of 
Kinston was chosen from the three 
as the most beautiful. Governor 
Graves conferred upon her the ti- 
tle of ‘Miss Legion, Coffee Coun- 
ty for 1933,” stating: ‘A thing 
of beauty is a joy forever; isn’t it 
a pity beauty is only skin deep?” 
Miss Hare will represent Coffee 
County at the State Convention at 
Puscaloosa in July. lt was stated by 
beauty experts that she has a good 
chance to be elected Miss Legion 
of Alabama, provided the gods of 
pulchritude are not influneced by 
some modern Croesus. 

After the lunch hour Comrade 
Jesse T. Conley of the Enterprise 
Post, presented Mrs. J, S. Hough 
of Bessemer, who is state president 
of the Legion Auxiliary. Mrs. 
Hough organized a unit of the lo- 
cal “Legionairesses.” Mrs. James 
Pneglish was elected president. It 
is hoped the auxiliary will increase 
in membership. All wives, moth- 
ers, and sisters of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers of the World War 
are eligible for membership. The 
Culver Post has offered to share 
their “dug-out” with the Auxiliary 
in the Coston building on Court 
Square, 

Vice-Commander Monroe Holly, 
of the Fourth Legion District, was 
present and delivered a most inter- 
esting address, supplementing Gov- 
ernor Graves’ appeal to ex-service 
men to organize with the American 
Legion, 

Among the other visitors present 
were Colonel W. A. Gayle of Mont- 
gomery, Commander Solomon of 
the Luverne Post, and officials of 
the Enterprise Post.

Supt. Dixon Writes About 
Closing Of Elba Hi School 


To the Patrons of Elba High 
School: 

In running nine months of school 
in the past the State Department 
has allowed five holidays, or days 
that the school was not in session 
for any reason. Thus 175 days was 
the regular school yeyar, The first 
semester we taught 87 days having 
been out November 11, and 
Thanksgiving and the day follow- 
ing. That would leave us 88 days 
for the second semester which 
would put the school out May 31, 
In order to wet out May 26th we 
are putting in the remainder of 
the time on Saturday, a request 
that was made by several of the 
students. The reason for our be- 
ing out so late is that we lost two 
weeks before Christmas because of 
the flu that had to be made up, 

The first semester ended Friday, 
January 27. The second semester 
started Monday, January 80, The 
first month ended Friday, Febru- 
ary 24,, the second month ended 
Friday, March 24, the third month 
ended Friday, April 21, the fourth 
month will end Friday, May 19, 
and the last half of month would 
have ended May 381 had we not 
taught on Saturday, 

Most have paid their fees for 
only three months on the second 
semester, leaving a month and a 
half due, When your child told 
that theiy fees were three dollars 
or three dollars and seventy-five 
cents that was for the last month 
and a half and it would pay you 
until the end of the school year.

Winds Wreck A Wide Area 


Tornadie disturbances in four 


Kinston Mississippi Valley states claimed at 


least 68 lives during the last three 
days, leaving hundreds injured in 
their wake and property damage 
probably in excess of $2,000,000, 

The latest assault occurred late 
Monday near the Arkansas-Louisi 
ana border, centering on the im- 
portant Webster Parish seat of 
Minden, La, 

Several hundréd were critically 
hurt, 

Five persons died Monday in an 
Illinois blow and over the week- 
end, eight lives were snulfed out 
at Lake Village, Ark., and Green- 
ville and Yazoo City, Miss., when 
high winds swept those sections 
with large property damage, 

It was Minden that bore the 
brunt of the Louisiana storm, Har- 
ly Monday the estimate of the dead 
was 85, and rescue workets who 
worked through the night among 
the ruins feared the total might 
go higher, 

Magnolia, Ark., reported six ne 
eroes dead, Areadia, La., at least 
six dead, and Camp, Ark., near the 
Missouri line, at least one death. 

Yazoo City, Miss., vietim of a 
devastating wind which took three 
lives, injured a score, and caused 
damage estimated at $600,000, 
Tuesday settled down on the task 
of rehabilitating the stricken area 
and furnishing permanent relief 
for nearly 1,000 persons affected 
by the blow, The death toll was 
definitely fixed at three late Mon- 
day with the finding of the body 
of Otis MeConnell, a negro, More 


}than 200 persons were being fed 
lat the field kitchens established by 


the Red Gross and scores were 
housed in army tents from the Na- 
tional Guard Armory at Jackson. 

The storm at Minden broke 
about 4 p.m. Monday, Witnesses 
suid it struck the city in a funnel- 
shaped cloud that roared like a 
freieht train, enveloping the com- 
munity in darkness. Buildings 
shook and quivered and loose ob- 
jects whirled through the streets 
with the speed of bullets. Houses 
were leveled and unroofed, 

The negro quarters were laid 
flat and fire broke out. Winds 
damaged the business section and 
ripped up communication and pow- 
er lines, Parts of the residential 
section were levelled, An automo- 
bile was blown through a_ store 
window near the courthouse, 


Sentences Are Given Five 
Negroes In Dadeville Case 


DADEVILLE, Ala.—Tallapoosa 
County’s race riot trials, which 
erew out of clashes here last De- 
cember, when three negroes were 
killed and four injured, were 
brought to a close at noon Thurs- 
day with sentences ranging from 
five to 15 years being imposed up- 
on the five negro defendants, They 
were convicted for assault with in- 
tent to murder, 

The sentences were as follows: 
Ned Cobb, 12 to 15 years; Judson 
Simpson, 1U to 12 years; Clinton 
Moss and Alf White, 10 to 10% 
years each, and Sam Moss, five to 
six years, 

In passing sentence, Judge W. 
B. Bowling told the defendants he 
believed they had been misled and 
were the victims of bad advice. 
Regretting the affair that led to 
theiy arrest, he said he was taking 
such belief inty consideration in 
giving them less than the maximum 
sentence of 20 years. 

None of the defendants made 
any statement as they stood to re- 
ceive their sentences, Defense At- 
torney Irvin Schwab filed notice of 
an appeal, for which he has been 
building a record by attacking the 
Alabama jury system through mo- 
tions to quash the indictments and 
venire on allegations that negroes 
had been arbitrarily and system- 
tatically excluded from jury rolls.

It took a full ten innings Tues- 
day afternoon in probably the 
hardest fought game ever witness- 
ed on Elba grounds for the re- 
vamped New Brockton club to 
break a 1-1 tie with the locals. 
The final score was 5-1, but it 
doesn’t tell half the story of the 
brilliant battle which raged for 
the better part of two hours. 

The pitching duel between Pas- 
chal of the locals and Veal of New 
Brockton was a thriller all the way. 
As the game waned these boys 
seemed to grow stronger and it 
wasn’t until the tenth inning that 
the visitors were able to bunch 4 
few timely hits and untie the stub- 
born knot which had existed since 
the first two innings of the 
struggle. 

In’ addition to the beautiful 
pitching exhibition of the twirlers, 
the defensive work of both clubs 
was a rare treat to the large num- 
ber of fans present. Errors were 
few and far between, Bach play- 
er seemed to be gritting his teeth 
and exclaiming to himself, “They 
shall not pass!’ Needless to say, 
they didn’t—until that fatal tenth 
inning. 

On several occasions the locals 
had opportunities to bag the 
game, especially the time when 
Paschal got a hefty hit to left field, 
with Seymour on second.

You thought it was awful 
to sell peanuts for $20.00 per ton, 
but that was not so bad if you 
had not been “throwing in the 
farm’ with it. 

This is the month to plant soy 
beans for hay and plant Texas 
Seeded Ribbon cane for silage. 
You are going to need a lot of 
feed, as the above figures prove 
that you won't make enough corn 
to feed your livestock next year, 
unless you make a whole lot better 
yield than was made last year, and 
this won’t happen beeause the land 
did not gain any fertility all last 
winter lying out there in all the 
winter raing as clean as the floor, 
washing off what little good soil 
that it might have had, Rememb- 
es that live-stock is a liability In- 
stead of an asset unless you raise 
an abundance of feed, Now is the 
time to see to it that you have 
plenty for next year.

MONTGOMERY, May 2.—Ap- 
proximately one-third of the 21 
seed loan cases remaining in the 
Dothan division docket of the U. S. 
District Court will likely be nolle 
prossed, Sam E. Whitaker, special 
assistant United States Attorney 
General, indicated yesterday. 

Mr. Whitaker said he had in- 
quired into a number of the cases 
on the docket and expressed the 
hope that all of them could be dis- 
posed of at the next term of court 
which opens in Dothan May 22. 

Most of the cases are conspiracy 
cases which may be termed fel- 
onies within the discretion of the 
court, 

There were originally about 65 
cases growing out of loans to cit- 
izens for the purchase of seed, 
feed and fertilizer in 1929, A 
number of defendants have enter- 
ed pleas of guilty and been sen- 
tenced, while about 30 or 40 oth- 
ers, most of which involve one or 
more defendants who had already 
pleaded guilty, were nolle prossed 
some time ago.

Off Gold Standard’’ 


‘Means Enlarged Markets 
‘And Higher Products Prices

The United States of America has “gone off the gold standare 


That sounds shocking to people who fear all change, and it takes some 


mental adjusting on the part of the rest of us who have not yet become 


accustomed to the rapidity with which everything is changing today 
What does it mean, this going off gold? What is the purpose’ 


The United States went off the 
vold standard on March 4, when 
President Roosevelt declared an 
embarvo on shipments of gold 
abronud and ealled all hoarded gold 
back into the Federal Reserve 
Banks, Sinee then we have shipped 
no gold abroad except on contracts 
already entered into, Since then 
nobody holding a gold certificate 
or other paper money calling for 
payment in gold had been able to 
wet pold for it. We still have the 
gvold, nearly half of all the gold 
there is in the world, more than 
|four thousand million dollars of 
it in our Treasury and banks, but 
we have stopped using it. 

The purpose of our action js, 
ag President Roosevelt stated, to 
bring about higher prices, The first 
place it has affected prices is in 
our foreign trade, for the princi- 
pal use of gold as money is in set- 


tling trade balances between na- 
tions. It is the one commodity 
which every nation in the world 
accepts as money, 

Immediately we went off gold, 
sommodity prices in, international 
trade began to rise in terms of 
dollars, For as soon as any na- 
tion’s paper money ceases to be 
redeemable in gold, people who 
have that money begin to look for 
something else—wheat, tobacco, 
cotton, lard, steel or other non- 
perishable forms of wealth—in 
which to redeem it, They begin 
to buy those things, and their pa- 
per money buys less of them than 
it did before. In other words, they 
bid prices up, 

In Farm Products 

It may seem to some that we in 
America are not concerned with 
what happens in foreign trade. But 
it is from our sales overseas that 
}a very large part of the money 
comes, which pays for our farm 
products. More than half of all 
cotton grown in America must be 
sold abroad if the growers of the 

*South are not to suffer. In Texas 
alone, it has been figured out, the 
loss to the entire state from the 
low price of cotton in the export 
trade, has been over $400 for ev- 
ery family in the state! 

Almost half of the money which 
tobacco growers get for their crop 
comes from foreign sales. We nor- 
mally sell abroad from a quaxte» 
to a third of all the lawuWe pro- 
duce, about one-sixth off our wheat 
and about the same shitee of our 
apple crop, more than half of ‘our 
turpentine, gasoline and benzol, 
over a third of our copper, and 
from a quarter to one-half of our 
factory products in many impor- 
tant lines, 

It seems highly important, then, 
to get the highest possible prices 
for these goods in the world mar- 
ket. But when foreign nations 
have let their money depreciate 
they cannot buy as much or pay 
as good a price, so long as we main- 
tain our dollar on the gold basis. 
On the other hand, with their cheap 
money, they can produce at less 
cost than we can and sell their 
goods to us for our gold dollars 
cheaper than we can produce them 
when all our costs are measured 
in gold. 

How Producer Is Helped 

So in going off gold we have 
cheapened our dollar to meet the 
other cheap moneys of the world, 
and already commodity prices have 
begun to rise. In other words, we 
have started on a program of infla- 

tion of the currency, which is mere- 
ly another way of saying increas- 
ing prices. 

The gold embargo is a very mild 
form of inflation. It is certain to 
be followed by other forms, direct- 
ly applicable to our internal af- 
fairs. It makes no dicerence, real- 
ly, what the value of the dollar is 
in foreign money except when we 
deal in foreign trade, because a 
dollar at a low value will pay a 
debt incurred in dollars when they 
were at high value, So the farmer 
or producer who gets more dollars 
for his commodity can pay his dol- 
lar debts with them, even though 
they are cheaper dollars, 

Inflation will help the debtor 
class because it will take less 
wheat, cotton, shoes or what have 
you to get the necessary number 
of dollars with which to pay. It 
will hurt the large creditor class 
because, although they will get 
their interest and principal repay- 
ments in dollars, as before, those 
dollars will not buy as much, will 
not represent as much real wealth, 

We have as beneficiaries of in- 
flation the farmers who will get 
more dollars for their crops, the 
wage-earners, who will benefit by 
increased employment, (although 
wages do not tend to rise as fast 
as the cost of living) business men

Time For Change 

We have been woing through an 
increasing process of deflation for 
more than two years, It had reach 
ed the point where debtors as a 
whole found themselves totally un 
able to pay. ‘To have pressed de 
(lation further would have resulted 
in universal bankruptey, in which 
the creditors would have fared us 
badly as the debtors, 

Just what form domestic infla 
tion will take remains to be seen. 
The President’s request for power 
to adopt any or none of variou 
means of inflation indicates that 
he will be guided by conditions as 
they arise. It is probable that he 
will issue currency against Govern 
ment bonds, for one thing, that 
silver will be restored to its form- 
er monetary position, thus increas- 
ing the volume of metal behind 
ouy money, and possibly he may 
decide, if it seems to be warranted, 
to reduce the amount of gold in 
the gold dollar by as much as one- 
half. That would not be the first 
time we have done just that in 
our national history, rather the 
fourth or fifth time. 

We still have nearly half of all 
the world’s gold behind our money, 
whatever price we put on the 
dollar.

Miss Margaret Garrett, canning 
specialist of the Extension Service, 
Auburn, assisted Miss Allye Hughes 
in instructing the women in the 
use of the pressure cooker and tin 
can opener, as both glass and tin 
containers will be used. Requisite 
instructions for the establishment 
@f canning bases, of which there 
will be twenty-five or thirty in the 
county, were also given.

MOTHER'S DAY 

Mother’s Day, which is the sec 
ond Sunday in May, falls on May 
14 this year and will be observed 
throughout the United States in 
response to the annual proclama- 
tion of the President, 

As is well known, the object of 
the day is to recall memories of 
the mothers who have passed to the 
beyond and to pay special tributes 
of affection to those living, The 
badge for the day is the white car- 
nation, emblematic of the purity, 
beauty and fidelity of a mother’s 
love. By some the red carnation 
is Worn in honor of living mothers. 

Miss Anna Jarvis of Philadelphia 
originated the idea of Mother's 
Day, which was observed in sever- 
al cities in 1910, the custom be- 
ing extended rapidly in the follow- 
ing years. 

Congress in 1918 passed a reso- 
lution offered by Congressman J. 
Thos. Heflin of Alabama (later 
Senator) recommending observance 
of the day by its members and by 
the executive departments at 
Washington, In 1914 Congress 
authorized the President to desig: 
nate the second Sunday in May of 
each year as Mother’s Day, the first 
proclamation under this authority 
being issued by President Wilson 
on May 9, 1914,
